Ever  heard  of  a-Taylorism?  Walk  around  campus  and  you  just  might  hear  students  saying  such  things  as  “ju§ 
cause-you  love  someone  it’s  not  a good  reason  to  marry  them  - they  may  be  a disaster”  and  “pray,  sing  in  the  choir, 
give  extra  money  to  the  church;  hope  you  get  easy-to-manage  kids”  as  well  as  the  ever-popular,  “you’re  NOT  special.” 
If  you  look  hard  enough,  you  might  be  able  to  find  t-shirt  filled  with  all  of  the  Taylorisms  that  were  sold  for  a 
Psychology  Club  fundraiser  making  Dr.  Gary  Taylor  immortal  at  Campbell. 

Hailing  from  Tulsa,  Oklahoma,  Gary  Taylor  attended  Oklahoma  Baptist  University  where  he  received  a bachelor’s 
degree  in  Psychology.  He  followed  his  education  to  the  University  of  Oklahoma  for  his  Master’s  degree  and  ended 
with  a doctorate’s  at  North  Carolina  State  University. 

Taylor  began  his  career  working  at  a correctional  facility  for  boys  in  Indiana  before  moving  to  Fairfax,  Virginia  to 
work  at  a diagnostics  clinic  for  children.  In  1968,  Taylor  wrote  to  several  schools  and  found  his  way  to  Campbell.  In 
1970,  he  took  up  a position  for  the  mental  health  center  while  teaching.  Taylor 
considered  it  “the  ideal  job”  claiming  it  was  “fun  to  watch  students  learning  and 
growing.  I love  to  watch  them  get  new  ideas  and  develop  them.” 

Currently,  Taylor  resides  in  Dunn,  North  Carolina  where  he  lives  with  his  wife 
Ann  - a paralegal  for  a law  firm  located  in  Fayetteville,  North  Carolina  - and 
their  children.  Taylor  has  three  daughters  named  Christy,  Karen,  and  Julie  as 
well  as  two  stepchildren  named  Kelly  and  Casey. 

In  his  spare  time,  Taylor  likes  to  eat  yet  must  have  a goal,  so  he  keeps  his 
weight  down  by  doing  triathlons  with  the  last  one  taking  place  in  October  of 
2009.  He  also  partakes  in  music  with  being  involved  in  Neill's  Creek  Baptist 
Church  as  their  music  director  since  1970.  “I  find  it  challenging  and  I really 
enjoy  it,”  Taylor  comments  on  his  extracurricular  activities.  What  many  do 
not  know,  is  that  Taylor  actually  began  his  education  career  as  a music  major. 

Luckily,  he  found  psychology  intriguing  and  became  a professor  at  Campbell 
with  a motto  of  “never  do  for  the  person  what  others  can  do  for  themselves.  Get 
out  of  the  way  and  encourage  them  to  grow.  Facilitate.” 

In  August  of  2009,  Dr.  Gary  Taylor  was  one  of  87  faculty  and  staff  members 
honored  in  an  award  ceremony  recognizing  their  services  here  at  Campbell. 

With  having  taught  at  Campbell  for  40  years,  Taylor  is  surely  someone  who  is 
dedicated  to  his  job  and  his  students.  Some  students  may  be  apprehensive  at 
first  glance  with  Taylor;  he  even  admits  that  “people  sometimes  feel  that  I won’t 
listen,  that  I think  I’m  right  all  of  the  time  - I do  think  I’m  right.”  Karen  Nery, 

Dean  of  the  School  of  Education,  believes  Taylor  “is  a super  guy.  He  loves 
athletics  and  works  extremely  hard  for  the  athletics  department  at  Campbell. 

He  has  an  easy-going  personality  and  yet  gets  everything  done.  The  students 
obviously  love  him.  Sometimes  they  don’t  quite  know  what  to  make  of  him  or 
get  his  sense  of  humor.  But  I never  have  anyone  complain  about  him.  I think  he 
really  understands  students  better  than  anyone  realizes.  He  takes  them 
seriously  and  knows  how  to  de-stress  them  when  he  needs  to.  He’s  there  for 
them.  I can’t  imagine  him  doing  anything  else.” 
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With  the  opening  of  the  John  W.  Pope  Jr.  Convocation  Center,  Campbell 
sports  are  now  able  to  be  held  in  an  air-conditioned  and  much-larger  arena 
than  Carter  Gym.  The  new  fitness  center  holds  brand-new  equipment  that 
includes  a climbing  wall,  treadmills,  and  elliptical  machines  for  every 
fitness  guru  out  there!

Josh 
Carswell  assisted  Jon  in  writing  some  of  the  music  and  with  the  production  of  some  songs.  In  his  collaboration  with  Carswell, 
Fitts  learned  many  new  tasks  such  as  writing  music  for  an  orchestra  and  playing  the  piano. 

The  internal  battle  that  White  Chapel  shows  is  one  of  Jon’s  favorite  themes  in  his  play.  The  play  embodied  the  feel  of  the  great 
Campbell  pride.  "I  think  it’s  a great  step  for  the  University  and  especially  the  theatre  department.  It  shows  that,  while  we  may 
be  small,  we  are  capable  of  some  very  extraordinary  things....” 

One  of  the  play's  actresses,  Melinda  Jackson,  was  inspired  to  do  the  play  by  her  love  of  acting.  She  isn’t  a rookie.  This  is  one  of 
her  many  achievements  in  her  acting  career.

Some  may 
feel  more  comfortable  with  one  aspect  of  a musical  than  another, 
while  some  love  the  opportunity  to  sing  and  act  at  the  same 
cime.  Actress  Amber  France  said  that  in  her  audition,  she  was 


much  more  nervous  about  saying  her  monologue  than  sing- 
ing her  audition  piece.  Numerous  songs  were  performed  in 
Cotton  Patch  Gospel  but  actor  John  White  says  his  favorite 
was  “Turn  it  Around”  because  of  both  the  humor  and  message 
in  it.

The  newspaper 
stories  are  chosen  by  “deep  thought,  careful 
deliberation  and  gossip”  asserts  Specht.  The 
Campbell  Times  does  not  print  the  paper  here  on 
campus  but  sends  it  out  to  The  Daily  Record  in  Dunn 
'<  be  printed.  Putting  together  an  edition  requires 
r sense  of  news  and  audience;  but  stories  aren’t 


the  only  thing  that  goes  into  publishing  a newspaper. 
Ad  space  is  one  of  the  most  important  aspects  of 
publishing  because  the  sale  money  from  ad  space  is 
used  to  help  produce  the  paper.  Most  businesses 
actually  contact  The  Campbell  Times  to  buy  space,  but 
that  is  not  always  the  case  and  in  those  situations  the 
staff  must  go  out  and  sell  ad  space  themselves. 


Specht  has  been  Editor  in  Chief  for  two  semesters 
and  was  appointed  by  Dr.  Smith,  advisor,  and  the 
previous  Editor  in  Chief,  Sara  Mears,  because  of  his 
devotion  to  the  paper  and  excellent  enthusiasm  as  well 
as  talent.  “The  combination  of  providing  a service  by 
bringing  written  information  and  justice  to  the  public  is 
what  has  gotten  me  interested  in  journalism”,  Specht 
says.

I am  currently  working  in 
an  orphanage  with  13  Costa  Rican  children

Organizations  within  Campus  Ministries  include  the  Campus 
Crusade  (CRU).  Baptist  Student  Union  (BSU),  and  Fellowship 
of  Christian  Athletes  (FCA).  Impact  teams  are  formed  of 
students  all  over  campus  with  different  majors  to  provide  “a 
wonderful  ministry  to  local  churches”  and  “lead  retreats  for 
youth  on  weekends.”  Students  are  also  able  to  participate  in 
Impact  teams,  in  which,  they  go  to  different  churches  in  the 
community  and  lead  retreats  for  the  youth  that  promotes  a

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Jerry  Wallace  is  known  to  most  as 
Campbell’s  fourth  president,  but 
there  is  far  more  than  meets  the  eye. 
Although  this  is  only  his  fourth  year 
as  CU’s  president,  Wallace  has  been 
a Camel  for  over  three  decades, 
beginning  his  career  as  an  adjunct 
professor  of  Sociology.  After  a couple 
of  years,  he  became  a full-time 
professor  by  becoming  the 
Chairman  of  the  Department  of 
Religion  and  Philosophy.  In  1981, 
Wallace  became  the  Dean  of  the 
College  and  Director  of  Graduate 
Studies,  but  only  3 years  later  he 
accepted  the  office  of  vice  president 
of  Academic  Affairs  and  Provost. 
When  the  former  CU  President, 

Dr.  Norman  A.  Wiggins,  became  ill, 
the  Board  of  Trustees  approached 
Wallace  and  gave  him  an  offer  he 
couldn’t  refuse.  “I  just  couldn’t  turn 
them  down  — I love  Campbell  and  its 
Community  too  much.  I felt  it  was  an 
honor  bestowed  upon  me  by  people 
that  I respect.  My  most  memorable 
day  at  Campbell  was  being  elected 
president,”  Wallace  stated  with  a 
great  big  smile  and  touch  of  nostalgia 
in  his  eyes. 


As  a child.  Wallace  had  aspired  to  be  a Civil  Lawyer,  stating,  “In  my  hometown,  there  was  this  lawyer  that  did  so 
many  good  things  and  helped  the  people  - I wanted  to  be  just  like  him.”  In  his  spare  time  — wait,  what  spare  time?  “I 
l'eally  do  not  have  that  much  spare  time  being  President.  But  when  I do  have  some,  I enjoy  all  sports,  games,  watch- 
ing games,  reading,  being  with  friends,  and  doing  all  things  that  Campbell  people  do,”  Wallace  says  with  a laugh. 
However  if  he  could  have  the  ultimate  vacation,  in  his  opinion  it  would  definitely  have  to  be  two  entire  weeks  at 
Ocean  Isle  Beach,  where  he  could  enjoy  good  food,  walking  on  the  beach,  a nice  cool  breeze,  and  having  family  and 
friends  over.  After  all,  it  is  his  hope  that  his  family  and  friends  are  granted  the  gift  of  good  health  and  happiness  and 
what  could  be  better  than  having  a nice  relaxing  vacation  at  the  beach? 

President  Wallace  has  truly  enjoyed  his  time  at  Campbell  - all  40  years  here  - and  he  hopes  to  have  many  more  at 
this  place  that  he  loves  so  dearly.  He  has  been  challenged,  rewarded,  and  inspired  all  at  the  same  time  here  at 
Campbell  yet  he  does  it  with  pride  and  joy.  “The  campus  is  becoming  more  attractive,  inviting,  and  newer  for  the 
students  and  alumni  of  Campbell.  The  alumni  have  made  great  impressions  on  the  world  and  I know  that  the  new 
programs  that  will  be  offered  along  with  the  new  students  will  make  a difference  as  well,”  Wallace  confidently 
declared.  He  may  be  the  President  of  Campbell,  but  his  doors  are  always  open  to  all  of  the  students. 
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“Helping  make  good  things  happen  for  good  people,”  Dr.  Greene  stated,  when  asked  what  he  thought  his  big- 
gest contribution  was  to  Campbell.  Since  his  years  as  a student  here  at  Campbell  University,  Dr.  Greene  has  noted 
numerous  changes  to  the  college  campus,  such  as  the  addition  of  the  Pharmacy  School  and  the  development  of  the  Law 
School.  Of  course  more  recently  there  have  been  numerous  physical  transformations  on  Campbell’s  campus  such  as  the 
construction  of  the  John  W.  Pope  Jr.  Convocation  Center  and  the  move  of  the  Norman  Adrian  Wiggin’s  School  of  Law 
to  Raleigh.  Dr.  Greene  has  described  these  as  some  of  the  most  memorable  changes  in  Campbell’s  history.  Dr.  Greene 
is  passionate  about  what  Campbell  stands  for  and  strongly  believes  that  one  can  do  wonderful  academic  work  and  do 
it  in  the  context  of  faith.  Dr.  Greene  believes  that  “to  be  a person  of  faith  and  a strong  academician”  makes  Campbell 
students  and  staff  so  unique  and  is  what  Dr.  Greene  loves  about  Campbell.  Dr.  Greene  is  passionate  to  lead,  to  guide 
others,  to  help  move  people  forward,  and  in  the  end  to  help  make  good  things  happen.  In  his  free  time  away  from  the 
office,  Dr.  Greene  loves  to  spend  time  with  his  family  and  at  Campbell’s  athletic  events. 

Campbell  has  had  a deep  effect  on  Dr.  Greene  personally  starting  when  he  was  enrolled  as  a student  at  Campbell.  Dr. 
Greene  reflects  that  Campbell  opened 
the  doors  for  him  in  the  late  70s, 
allowing  him  the  opportunity  to 
pursue  a much  needed  educational 
path.  This  relationship  has  grown  over 
the  years  into  his  own  family.  “What 
Campbell  has  meant  to  me  and  meant 
to  our  family  is  quite  enormous,”  states 
Dr.  Greene.  He  has  one  daughter  that 
graduated  last  year  from  Campbell 
and  another  graduating  this  year.  He 
enthusiastically  states,  “I  am  looking 
for  a good  year.  Every  year  has  its  own 
uniqueness.  It  seems  like  every  year 
that  we  go  through,  it’s  a year  like  no 
other,  and  this  year  is  the  same!” 


Dr.  Roberson  is  Vice  President  over 
admissions,  financial  aid,  and 
publications  at  Campbell  University. 
His  duties  include,  but  certainly  are 
not  limited  to,  being  involved  with 
marketing  and  meeting  the  needs  of 
prospective  students. 

Dr.  Roberson  has  been  a member 
of  the  Campbell  administration  for 
many  years  and  has  accomplished 
numerous  tasks  that  contribute  to 
the  overall  improvement  of  our 
university.  These  tasks  include 
redesigning  the  annual  report, 
developing  the  second  generation  of 
web  presence,  and  forming  a 
university  enrollment  model.

Dr.  Britt  graduated  from  East 
Carolina  with  his  Bachelor  of 
Science,  his  Master  of  Arts  in 
Administration,  and  Education 
Specialist  Sixth  Year  degree.  He 
served  in  the  U.  S.  Army  before  going 
to  Cumberland  County  as  a teacher  in 
1955.  In  1989,  Dr.  Britt  came  to  work 
at  Campbell  University  after  retiring 
as  superintendent  of  the  Cumberland 
County  Schools.

The  Music  Department  prides  itself  by  giving  all  of  their  music 
majors  individual  attention.  Every  year,  intense  preparations  are 
made  for  the  many  musical  productions. With  the  voice  being  a very 
sensitive  tool  for  the  Music  Department’s  singers,  careful  action 
must  be  taken  so  that  the  vocal  cords  are  not  damaged.  One  does 
not  sing  with  just  the  voice  - the  body  and  its  movements  are  also 
needed.  On  a typical  coral  practice,  singers  begin  with  warms  up 
that  include  voice  and  body  exercises  that  loosen  and  stretch  the 
muscles  and  vocal  cords. 

It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  for  Music  majors  to  know  and 
understand  all  of  what  it  takes  to  be  in  the  music  industry; 
therefore,  performers  are  taught  the  highest  caliber  of  music 
development  and  stage  presence  - two  qualities  essential  in  creating 
a show-stopping  performance.  All  of  the  practice  required  of  Music 
majors  can  be  hectic  and  time-consuming,  yet  the  performances 
given  demonstrate  that  the  old-saying  “practice  makes  perfect”  is 
definitely  the  case. 

Music  can  be  an  outlet  for  the  soul  - the  simple  reason  that 
many  of  the  Music  majors  choose  to  major  in  such  a field.  On  the 
stage, performers  are  able  to  communicate  whatever  they  are  feeling 
or  wanting  at  that  moment  through  the  movement  of  their  bodies  or 
the  sound  of  their  voices.  This  communication  basically  allows  the 
performer  to  be  whoever  or  whatever  they  want  to  be... in  this  case, 
a Music  major. 
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The  Screwtape  Letters  take  us  into  the  heart  of  what  it  means  to  be 
tempted.  Here  actors  and  actresses  show  us  that  all  the  Satanic 
education  is  no  match  for  true  love  and  compassion  brought  to  us  by 
the  Guy  Above.  Written  by  C.S.  Lewis,  it  is  set  in  an  office  in  Hell, 
where  the  play  follows  a senior  devil,  Screwtape,  as  he  tutors  two 
juniors,  Wormwood  and  Slubgob,  in  the  fundamentals  of  temptation. 
The  original  book  was  first  published  in  1942  and  brought 
immediate  fame  to  the  little-known  Oxford  professor  who  taught 
medieval  English  literature.

Excited  to  be  putting  on  one  of  his  favorite  productions,  acclaimed 
director  Dr.  Wallace  says  about  the  play,  “When  you  come,  just 
remember,  as  Lewis  warns  us  in  his  original  introduction,  ‘There  are 
two  equal  and  opposite  errors  into  which  our  race  can  fall  about  the 
devils,  one  is  to  disbelieve  in  their  existence.  The  other  is  to  believe 
and  to  feel  an  excessive  and  unhealthy  interest  in  them.  They 
themselves  are  equally  pleased  by  both  errors.'” 

All-in-all  the  play  makes  for  one  tempting  seduction  worth  viewing. 
However,  contrary  to  the  play’s  lesson,  this  is  one  temptation  in  whicl 
it  is  alright  to  engage.

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The  department  of  government,  history,  and  criminal 
justice  put  on  numerous  forums  and  lectures  each  year 
to  give  an  in-depth  view  of  government  and  law.  The 
department  invites  speakers,  who  are  informed  on 
government  and  the  law.  These  forums  help  students  to 
get  an  in-depth  view  of  the  world  and  how  it  is  affected 
by  government,  history,  and  criminal  justice.  On 
November  2,  2009  the  Government,  History,  and 
Criminal  Justice  Department  hosted  the  Barden  Forum 
in  which  Mr.  Cotlandt  Barnes  came  and  discussed  his 
experiences  as  a hostage  in  Iran  during  the  1979-1981 
crisis.  Also  on  March  18,  2010  the  department  put  on 
the  Anne  Moore  Humanities  Lecture.  In  addition, 

Dr.  Bill  Jones,  a distinguished  historian  of  Cardiff 
University  in  Wales,  presented  a lecture  about  Welsh 
history  on  March  18  in  Lynch  Auditorium.  Whether  the 
reason  for  attendance  is  extra  credit  or  an  eagerness 
to  learn,  the  department  is  proud  to  have  its  students 
involved  and  plans  to  host  many  more  forums  in  the 
future. 
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On  Thursday,  March  5th  2009  Campbell  removed  the 
last  remnants  of  the  WCCE  radio  station  from  the 
science  building.

After  sending 
representatives  to  medical  facilities  in  Tanzania,  the  Biology 
Department  will  be  beginning  a new  program  the  summer  of  2010 
where  biology  majors  will  be  given  “exploring  opportunities  for 
sxperiential  and  service-learning." 

The  assistant  professor  and  director  of  Campbell’s  Study  Abroad 
orogram  Donna  Waldron  joined  associate  professor  of  Biological 
Sciences  Debora  Weaver  on  a trip  to  Tanzania  to  discover  a new 
ocation  for  biology  majors  to  study  and  explore.  Weaver,  who  has 
ived  in  Tanzania  before  when  she  taught  biochemistry  in  1991  to 
nedical  students  in  Dar  Es  Salaam’s  main  referral  hospital,  said,  “We 
vant  to  take  small  groups  of  students  over  so  that  they  can  do  service 
earning  in  a clinical  setting.”

The  professors  flew  on  May  5 to  Moshi  where  they  then  took  a bus 
;o  Musoma.  Two  sites  were  identified  for  pre-Med  and  Allied  Health 
service  learning  experiences  at  Shirati  - a village  operated  by 
ohirati  Health,  Education  and  Development  Foundation  (a  non-profit, 
ion-governmental  organization)  - and  at  the  City  of  Hope  - a 
'self-sustaining  village,  housing  300  AIDS  orphans,  which  focuses  on 
?reen  farming  and  education.”  “Both  of  these  sites  would  provide 
students  with  a variety  of  opportunities,”  Weave  determined.  “They 
:an  work  in  the  clinics,  in  agricultures,  conduct  educational 
vorkshops  on  general  health,  teach  English  as  a second  language 
md  in  many  other  areas.” 


Vlso  being  held  during  the  summer  of  2010,  will  be  a new  study 
ibroad  program  to  Hawaii.  This  program  will  be  taught  on  three  of 
he  islands  in  the  Hawaiian  archipelago  that  will  center  around  four 
:omponents  of  Hawaiian  biology  that  include  the  ecology,  agriculture, 
lative  culture,  and  conservation. 
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A child  has  been  kidnapped.  Inside  a deteriorating  clapboard  house, 
students  collect  evidence  for  a possible  murder  investigation.  Footprints  are 
cast  outside  from  rain-saturated  red  clay.  The  child’s  mother,  a single  parent 
of  a 10-year  old  girl,  is  frantic.  “We  don’t  know  anything  right  now  except  this 
is  a primary  crime  scene,”  said  Campbell  University  Criminal  Justice 
Professor  Dr.  Cynthia  Starita. 


In  this  Introduction  to  Forensics  course,  Starita’s  Criminal  Justice  students 
will  process  this  staged  scene  for  Drs.  Mike  Wells,  John  Bartlett  and  Timothy 
Metz’s  science  students  to  analyze.  Besides  combining  four  teaching 
modules — Criminal  Justice,  biological  sciences  and  chemistry — what  is  uniqu 
about  the  course  this  year  is  the  over-arching  crime  scenario,  Wells  explained 
“In  past  semesters,  a weakness  we  identified  in  the  Introductory  to  Forensics 
course  was  that  it  seemed  disjointed,  almost  like  four  separate  courses,”  he 
said.  “We  have  remedied  that  by  having  one  crime  scenario.  The  evidence 
collected  in  module  one,  Dr.  Starita’s  course,  is  passed  along  to  the  other 
modules  for  analysis.  The  case  builds  as  the  clues  are  analyzed.” 


In  Starita’s  module,  students  perform  crime  scene  analysis,  photography, 
crime  scene  security  and  evidence  collection.  Wells’  chemistry  students  then 
analyze  materials  found  at  the  crime  scene.  Metz  and  Bartlett’s  biological 
science  students  perform  DNA  analysis,  microscope  analysis  of  pollens  to 
identify  indigenous  plants  at  the  crime  scene  and  analysis  of  the  corpse  (a  pig 
carcass  that  has  been  allowed  to  decompose  in  the  woods). 


“The  overarching  story  that  links  the  different  parts  of  the  course  together 
makes  the  experience  more  realistic,”  said  Bobby  Knowles,  a junior  chemistrj 
major  from  Angier  who  wants  to  become  a forensic  scientist.  “I  think  many 
people  take  the  class  because  they  are  interested  in  the  field  because  of 
television  shows  like  ‘CSI.’  I think  the  course  will  provide  valuable  experienc< 
that  I will  use  in  my  career.” 


The  scenario  in  all  four  modules  this  semester  revolves  around  the  missing 
child.  Her  mother  returns  home  to  find  the  child  gone  and  four  suspects  are 
named.  Through  the  collection  and  analysis  of  evidence  in  each  of  the 
modules,  the  students  exonerate  the  innocent  suspects  and  make  a judgment 
on  the  murderer  at  the  end  of  the  course. 


Although  forensic  science  is  not  yet  an  undergraduate  program  at  Campbell, 
Wells  said  the  idea  is  “simmering.”  “As  analysis  techniques  improve,  highly 
skilled  forensic  scientists  will  be  needed,”  he  said.  “The  right  combination  of 
Criminal  Justice  and  science  courses  will  make  our  graduates  competitive.”

The  welcoming  atmosphere  and 
the  sense  of  community  that  Campbell  offers  each  and  every  student,  allowed  me 
to  smoothly  transition  into  the  college  experience.  It  was  through  these 
distinguishing  characteristics  that  Campbell  so  easily  became  my  home  away 
from  home.  I am  a double  major  in  psychology  and  religion.  I have  always  had  a 
desire  to  help  others,  and  it  is  in  the  moments  in  which  I am  helping  others  that  I 
feel  most  comfortable.  Not  only  do  I feel  a desire  to  help  others,  but  I also  have 
natural  interest  in  Psychology.  I have  felt  a calling  towards  a helping 
profession  since  high  school,  and  it  was  in  my  sophomore  year  of  college  that  I 

( gained  a better  understanding  of  that  calling.  I felt  that  in  order  to  obtain  the 
necessary  academic  foundation  for  my  future  studies  in  counseling  that  the 
combination  of  Psychology  and  Religion  were  most  fitting. 
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Campbell  University’s  Teaching  Fellows  returned  from  a study 
abroad  program  in  Costa  Rica  in  May  2009  with  a new  perspective 
on  teaching. 

Accompanied  by  Dr.  Carol  Maidon,  director  of  the  Teaching 
Fellows  Program  at  Campbell,  and  Dr.  Karen  Guzman,  associate 
professor  of  biochemistry,  the  nine  students’  days  were  overflowing 
with  activities,  including  40  hours  of  Spanish  instruction, 
volunteering  at  an  elementary  school,  visiting  the  Costa  Rican 
Rain  Forest  and  touring  a museum  dedicated  to  the  indigenous 
insects  of  Costa  Rica. 


As  an  added  enrichment,  each  student  resided  with  a different 
Costa  Rican  family.  The  students  were  nervous  about  this  aspect 
of  the  trip  at  first,  Maidon  said,  but  they  adjusted  quickly  and  soon 
learned  that  the  values  and  beliefs  of  Costa  Rican  families  weren’t 
very  different  from  their  own. 


“1  loved  my  family,”  said  Drew  Frink  “I  had  a younger  sister  and 
two  brothers  about  my  age.  They  were  a very  friendly,  very  lovely 
family.  I enjoyed  hanging  out  with  them.” 


“Being  over  there,  having  this  kind  of  immersion  program  really 
helped  them  to  become  more  empathetic  of  students  whose  primarj 
language  is  not  English,”  Maidon  said.  “In  today’s  global  society,  it 
is  imperative  to  have  knowledge  of  other  cultures.  This  experience 
will  have  an  everlasting  influence  on  the  Fellows  lives  and  in  their 
future  teaching  careers.” 


Campbell  University  was  one  of  two  universities 
selected  to  begin  its  Teaching  Fellows  program 
in  2007.  The  North  Carolina  Teaching  Fellows 
program  is  committed  to  certain  goals.  Among 
these  are  academic  and  cultural  enrichment 
beyond  the  classroom;  the  development  of 
leaders  and  decision  makers;  providing 
opportunities  for  building  and  understanding 
the  educator’s  place  in  society;  and  enhancing 
the  image  of  teacher  education  candidates  and 
programs  campus-wide. 
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According  to  the  National  Center  for  Education  Statistics  in  2006-2007.  13.6  percent  of  all  public 
school  students  in  the  United  States  required  Special  Education  services  under  the  Individuals  with 
Disabilities  Education  Act.  The  need  for  Special  Education  teachers  continues  to  be  great.  To  respond 
to  this  need,  Campbell  University’s  School  of  Education  will  offer  a Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in 
Special  Education  in  Fall  2010. 

Dean  Karen  Nery,  whose  teaching  background  is  in  Special  Education,  said  the  program  is  some- 
thing she  has  been  wanting  for  a long  time.  The  School  of  Education  is  currently  phasing  out  the 
Family  and  Consumer  Sciences  program,  merging  several  of  the  courses,  such  as  the  Birth  to 
Kindergarten  teacher  licensure,  into  the  Professional  Education  curriculum. 

“We  looked  at  what  was  best  for  the  School  of  Education  and  concluded  that  there  is  a much  greater 
need  for  a Special  Education  program.  The  school  systems  have  practically  required  it  of  us,”  said 
Nery. 

The  program  was  developed  during  the  2009  spring  semester  and  is  currently  under  review  at  the 
North  Carolina  Department  of  Public  Instruction.  It  will  be  ready  for  implementation  in  the  fall  of 
2010. 

Based  upon  the  general  curriculum  for  Special  Education  programs  around  the  state,  the  Campbell 
program  is  well-grounded  in  a liberal  arts  curriculum,  containing  a minimum  of  64  hours  in  the  arts 
and  sciences  and  57  hours  of  professional  education  pedagogy  for  a total  of  128  hours. 

Introduction  into  the  course  study  will  begin  no  later  than  the  fourth  semester  of  study  and  will 
include  an  Introduction  to  Education,  Curriculum,  Children  with  Exceptionalities,  Psychology  of 
Teaching  and  Writing  Across  the  Curriculum.  As  candidates  begin  coursework  in  the  specific  area  of 
Special  Education,  study  will  include  the  following  courses:  Assessment  of  Special  Needs  Students, 
Students  with  Learning  Disabilities,  Students  with  Mild  and  Moderate  Disabilities,  Students 
exhibiting  Behaviors  related  to  Behavior/Emotional  Disabilities,  Attention  Deficit  Hyperactivity 
Disorder,  Autism,  Special  Education  Program  Development  and  Adaptive  Technology  in  Special 
Education.  In  addition,  students  will  complete  a practicum  experience  during  their  introduction 
coursework  and  an  additional  practicum  course  followed  by  student  teaching  in  their  final  semester 
of  study. 

“With  the  Special  Education  track.  I think  we’re  doing  a better  job  of  meeting  students’  specific 
needs,”  said  Nery.  “It  opens  up  a whole  new  area  of  job  opportunities  for  education  majors.  I’m  really 
excited  to  see  this  program  get  started  at  Campbell.” 
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Over  the  years  in  North  Carolina  the  need  for  teachers  has  increased  and  become  an  incentive  for  students 
to  earn  their  Masters  degree  in  Education.  The  School  of  Education's  Graduate  Programs  currently  offer 
numerous  graduate  programs  of  study  that  lead  to  a masters  degree.  The  program  is  very  strenuous  and 
could  take  up  to  five  years  to  complete.  Students  who  are  currently  completing  their  masters  come  from  a 
variety  of  occupations  and  educational  backgrounds.  There  are  some  who  have  completed  undergraduate 
degrees  at  Campbell  and  have  chosen  to  continue  their  studies  and  earn  a Masters  degree  in  the  School 
of  Education.  There  are  a variety  of  experiences  that  each  student  is  able  to  share  in  the  classroom.  The 
students  are  informed  about  the  realities  of  working  in  a school  and  attend  classes  throughout  the  week.  A 
few  of  the  professors  that  currently  work  to  provide  these  programs  are  Dr.  Oney  Graham,  Dr.  Ben  Greene, 
and  Dr.  Sam  Engel. 


The  School  of  Education  commissioned  a total  of  98  graduating 
seniors  to  a life  of  service  during  the  2009  Convocation 
ceremony  on  Tuesday,  Feb.  10.  Executive  Director  of  the  state 
School  Superintendents’  Association  Dr.  James  Causby 
delivered  the  E.  Bruce  Heilman  Leadership  lecture. 


The  Gore  Center  for  Servant  Leadership  also  awarded  its 
honors  during  the  ceremony.  The  2009  winners  of  the  Servant 
Leadership  Award  were  foreign  language  professor  Dr.  Tatiana 
Seeligman  and  Social  Work  major  Hannah  Bowen.  In 
recognition  of  her  lifelong  commitment  to  service,  Campbell 
alumna  Harriet  Rosser  Carter  also  received  the  school’s 
Distinguished  Service  Award.
